mendations of the President, it was be- 
lieved that the prospective legislative 
generally will follow the proposals he 
made. 
Suggestion by the President for fed 


eral licensing of all corporations en 
gaged m interstate commerce and for 
extension of the food control law met 
with the 
greatest 
opposition in con- 


gressional circles. 
Many of the oppo 


nents of the League of Nations in the 
senate criticized the stress laid by the 
President on early referendum of the 
peace treaty, some of them including 
Chairman Lodge and Senator Harding, 
Ohio, of the foreign relations committee, 
declaring there was no connection be- 
tween ratification of the peace treaty 
and the cost of living.

approved generally by members of both 
parties.

OUR FUTURE ARMY. 


(Cleveland Plain Dealer.) 


One of the big tusks before the pres- 


ent congress is the formulation of a 
permanent military policy. Just now 
the peace treaty and the fight on the 
cost of living monopolize the attention 
at Washington, but the milit-iry prob- 
lem cannot be long side-tracked by eith- 
er. The plan of the war department for 
the creation of a permanent military 
establishment was offered to congress 
on Monday. It differs in no vital par- 
ticular from bills already offered in 
house and senate. 


There is agreement in the war de- 


partment and among leaders of con- 
gress that there should be some kind of 
universal military training. The fact is 
generally recognized that, quite regard- 
less of the outcome of present peace 
negotiations and whether or not the 
League of Nations is established, 
it 


would be the height of folly for the 
United States wholly to abandon univer- 
sal training. Practically every soldier 
who has 
returnecT from 
service 
in 


Fr.inee or in camp at home is a living 
argument in favor of such training. 


The war department measure contem- 


plates a regular army 
of a 
peace 


strength of 510.000 enlisted men and a 
war strength of 1.250.000. Youths in 
their nineteenth year would be called to 
the colors for a three months period of 
training, the estimate being that this 
would provide an annual class of 600,000 
mon to undergo intensive military in- 
struction. 
For tv/o years after their 


period of training the men would be 
required to submit regular reports. In 
case of war men in this status would 
be first called to serve. 


This plan has been worked out in de- 


tail by the general staff and may prob- 
ably be accepted as having administra- 
tion backing. Its essential provisions 
will be indorsed by thoughtful Ameri- 
cans generally. Three months of train- 
ing, may. however, be considered too 
brief a period to secure the best re- 
suits.
